On  September  29,  1966,  a  second  confidential  source 
advised  that  ,a  meeting  was  held  at  ACT  headquarters  in  Chicago     ■  > 
during  the  evening  hours  of  Septembe?'  28^  1966,  with  soinc  35  ' 
40  persons-  present.     Among  those  in  attendance  were  Landry  and  t 
Sharp  who,   for  all  practical  purposes,  ran  the  meeting.     Discus  ■ 
sion  at  this, meeting  centered  around  efforts  to  define  the  theme 
Black  Power  with  Landry  pointing  out /tliat  much  of  the  money 
involved  in  the  Black  Power  movement  was'/* Jewish  money"  and  con- 
sequently the  Black  Power  movement,  itself,  was  not  entirely 
Negro  tn  nature.     He  made  reference  to  having  attended  a  meeting 
in  New  York  City,  New  York,  within  the  past  week  with  Congressman 
Adam  Clayton  Powell  at  which  meeting  he  had  learned  of  the  orig;iii 
of  much  of  the  funds  used  to  finance  the  Black  Pov.'er  movement. 
In  this  connection,   this  second  source  acvised  that  he  has  learned 
that  Landry  reportedly  makes  periodic  trips  to  Florida  and  No'A'  Yorh 
to  pick  up  money. 

Sharp  stressed  the  necessity  of  organizing  local  cora- 
munities  in  terms  of  Black  Power,   this  orgiinization  to  begin  with 
the  education  of  Negro  youths.     "Truth  Squads"  should  be?  set  up 
with  their  members  to  attend  local  high  school  athletic  functions 
in  efforts  to  contact  and  influence  teenagers  and  students  to  ^his 
end.     Additionally,  Negro  youth  gangs  were  to  be  sought  out  with 
efforts  made  to  enlist  their  support  for  the  Black  Power  movenent 
locally. 

A  third  source  contacted  on  September  29,   1966,  furiishe.' 
information  concerning  the  September  28,   1966,  meeting  which  sub- 
stantiated that  set  forth  above.     Additionally,   however,  this 
third  source  advised  that  among  those  organizations  known  to  have 
been  represented  by  those  present  were  the  following:
